OF  THE 

Indian  Rights  Association.- 


The  Executive  Committee  respectfully  presents  the  follow¬ 
ing  report  for  the  year  ending  December,  1885.  The  Associa¬ 
tion  now  enters  upon  the  fourth  year  of  its  existence,  having 
accomplished  such  results  during  that  just  ended  as  to  give  its 
members  good  reason  to  believe  that  its  influence  will  continue 
to  increase,  and  that  the  great  object  which  it  has  in  view  will 
be  ultimately  attained.  That  object  is  to  secure  for  the  In¬ 
dians  of  the  United  States — (including  the  natives  of  Alaska), 
three  hundred  thousand  in  number — civilization,  full  legal  pro¬ 
tection,  and  citizenship.  When  this  work  shall  have  been 
completed  the  Indian  will  cease  to  exist  as  a  man,  apart  from 
other  men,  a  stumbling  block  in  the  pathway  of  civilization  ; 
his  empty  pride  of  separate  nationality  will  have  been  de¬ 
stroyed,  and  in  its  place  the  greatest  blessing  which  he  or 
his  friends  could  desire  will  be  his, — an  honorable  absorption 
into  the  common  life  of  the  people  of  the  United  States. 


WHAT  THE  INDIAN  RIGHTS  ASSOCIATION  IS. 

The  Indian  Rights  Association  is  the  organized  expression 
of  the  people  of  the  United  States  regarding  the  Indian.  It  is 
an  organization  resting  upon  a  basis  so  simple  and  broad  as 
to  commend  itself  to  all  thoughtful  and  fair-minded  people. 
It  aims  to  secure  for  the  Indian  those  advantages  and  respon¬ 
sibilities  which  are,  under  a  republican  form  of  government, 
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the  only  safeguard  ol  the  individual  and  the  state.  The  Asso¬ 
ciation  demands  for  the  Indian  the  common  rights  of  free 
men — rights  which  if  once  conferred  will  lift  him  from  a  con¬ 
dition  of  savage  pauperism  into  useful  independence.  In  a 
word,  the  Indian  Rights  Association  seeks  to  secure  for  the 
Indian  three  things  : 

I.  Law,  and  to  awaken  in  the  minds  of  the  people  a  spirit 
of  impartial  justice  toward  the  Indian,  which  alone  will  make 
law,  when  secured,  operative : 

II.  EducatiOxN,  by  which  the  Indian  will  be  fully  prepared 
and  developed  for  the  new  physical  and  moral  conditions  into 
which  he  must  now  enter  : 

III.  A  Protected  and  Individual  Title  to  Land,  which 
offers  a  certain  reward  to  industry,  and  without  which  the 
fruits  of  Indian  labor  are  likely  at  any  time  to  be  destroyed. 

But  the  question  may  naturally  be  asked,  “  Why  do  we 
need  an  Indian  Rights  Association,  since  it  is  the  duty  of 
Congress  to  legislate  for  and  the  Executive  to  enforce  the  civ¬ 
ilization  of  the  Indian?”  The  reply  to  this  question  lies  in 
the  memorable  words  of  Secretary  Stanton  : 

“  Congress  never  redresses  a  wrong  until  the  people  demand 
it.  Secure  the  ear  of  the  people,  and  then  come  to  Washing¬ 
ton  with  your  story.” 

The  Indian  Rights  Association  follows  with  literal  exact¬ 
ness  this  wise  and  pungent  bit  of  advice.  To  secure  for  the 
Indian,  Law,  Individual  Title  to  Land  and  Education,  the 
Association  has  adopted  the  following  methods  : 

First.  It  has  established  a  Central  Board  in  Philadelphia 
with  a  permanent  office,  an  executive  committee,  and  a  corres¬ 
ponding  secretary  whose  whole  time  is  given  gratuitously  to 
the  prosecution  of  the  work.  The  office  in  Philadelphia  is  the 
depot  for  the  publications  of  the  Association,  and  from  it 
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general  and  specific  information  are  communicated  to*  the 
country  at  large. 

Second.  Branch  Associations  are  being  rapidly  formed  in 
many  of  the  principal  cities  and  towns  of  the  country ;  these, 
acting  in  concert  with  the  Central  Board,  form  centres  for  the 
distribution  of  information  on  Indian  affairs,  and  exert  a 
powerful  influence  in  Washington.  These  are  of  the  utmost 
value  in  forming  an  organized  public  sentiment  in  different 
parts  of  the  country,  which  is  transmitted  from  constituents  to 
their  representatives. 

Third.  A  representative  of  the  Association,  Prof  C.  C. 
Painter,  is  stationed  in  Washington  during  the  sessions  of 
Congress,  whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  himself  accurately  in¬ 
formed  of  the  progress  of  events  in  the  national  capital,  and 
to  transmit  the  facts  thus  acquired  to  the  Society  at  large.  By 
this  means  the  action  of  the  Association  is  rendered  so  prompt 
and  effective  that  many  iniquitous  schemes,  highly  injurious  to 
the  Indians  and  to  the  good  name  of  the  nation,  have  been 
exposed  and  successfully  resisted.  By  means  of  Prof  Painter’s 
work,  also,  both  the  executive  and  legislative  branches  of  the 
government  have  been  aided  in  advancing  the  civilization  of 
the  Indian.  The  representative  at  Washington  is  the  only 
officer  of  the  Association  who  receives  a  salary. 

FourtJi.  Frequent  and  extended  journeys  to  the  Indian  Res- 
er\^ations  of  the  West  are  an  indispensable  part  of  the  work  of 
the  Indian  Rights  Association.  By  this  means  a  fund  of 
valuable  information  regarding  the  exact  condition  of  the 
»  Indians  is  put  at  the  disposal  of  the  Society.  Armed  with 
facts  thus  gained  by  personal  observation,  those  who  are 
actively  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Association  are  enabled 
to  interest  and  instruct  the  public,  and  to  command  attention 
and  respect  at  Washington.  Journeys  to  the  Indian  country 
are  made  annually  by  Mr.  Herbert  Welsh,  corresponding 
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secretary,  Prof.  C.  C.  Painter,  and  other  members  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation.

THREE,  AS  FOLLOWS:

I.  Journey  of  Prof.  C.  C.  Painter,  June,  July,  and  August, 
to  the  Indian  Territory,  California,  and  Nevada. 

Indian  tribes  visited. — hidimi  Territory ;  Mission  Indians, 
Southern  California;  Piutes,  Nevada.  The  information  ob¬ 
tained  by  Prof.  Painter  on  this  journey  has  already  been  put 
to  practical  use  at  Washington.  Prof.  Painter  visited,  during 
the  course  of  his  journey,  Mrs.  Helen  Hunt  Jackson,  in  San 
Francisco,  a  short  time  before  her  death.  Mrs.  Jackson  ap¬ 
pealed,  through  Prof.  Painter,  to  the  Indian  Rights  Association 
to  protect  the  Mission  Indians  from  the  loss  of  their  lands  and 
homes  with  which  they  are  now  threatened. 


2.  Journey  of  Mr.  Robert  Frazer  and  Mr.  Herbert  Welsh 
to  the  great  Sioux  reservation  of  Dakota,  September  and 
October.  All  the  Agencies  on  the  reservation  were  visited  by 
Mr.  Welsh,  and  some  of  them  by  Mr.  Frazer.  Partly  by  the 
assistance  of  the  Association,  Miss  Elaine  Goodale,  of  Hamp¬ 
ton  Industrial  Training  School,  Virginia,  was  enabled  to  visit 
this  part  of  the  Indian  field  and  to  write  a  series  of  valuable 
letters,  which  have  been  published  in  many  of  the  leadifig 
newspapers  of  the  country.  These  included  the  New  York 
Tribune,  Boston  Advertiser,  the  Springfield  Republican,  and 
the  Hartford  Courant. 

Miss  Goodale  has  by  her  facile  and  vigorous  pen  rendered 
a  valuable  service  to  the  Association.

THE  CASE  OF  THE  STARVING  INDIANS  IN  MONTANA. 

A  striking  illustration  of  the  influence  of  the  Association  is 
given  in  the  case  of  the  Piegan  and  other  starving  Indians  of 
Montana.  During  the  early  part  of  January  an  appropriation 
of  ;^5 0,000  was  obtained  from  Congress  for  the  relief  of  these 
unfortunate  people.  This  was  secured  by  the  vigorous  efforts 
of  the  I.  R.  A.,  in  union  with  the  Women’s  National  Indian 
Association,  and  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  public  press. 
It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  appropriation  was  gained  in  the 
face  of  a  refusal  upon  the  part  of  the  chairman  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  Indian  Appropriations  of  the  House,  to  grant  the 
sum  needed,  by  a  direct  appeal  to  the  people  of  the  country, 
whose  prompt  and  powerful  answer  clearly  indicated  that  they 
did  not  desire  these  Indians  to  be  exterminated  by  starvation. 
About  480  of  these  Indians  died  the  year  previous  from  this 
cause. 


THE  REVOCATION  OP  THE  PRESIDENTIAL  ORDER  OPENING  THE 
CROW  CREEK  RESERVATION  TO  WHITE  SETTLEMENT. 

The  revocation  of  this  order,  by  which  the  Indians  resident 
at  Crow  Creek  reservation,  Dakota,  were  illegally  deprived  by 
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the  Government  of  500,000  acres  of  land,  will  be  more  espe¬ 
cially  noted  under  the  head  of  “  Legislation  and  Legal 
Matter.”  It  is  sufficient  to  say  here  that  the  Committee  on 
Public  Information,  acting  under  the  advice  of  the  Committee 
on  Law,  made  a  wide  presentation  of  the  facts  of  this  case  to 
the  country,  and,  with  the  important  aid  rendered  by  the  public 
press,  helped  to  achieve  the  signal  victory  which  the  revoca¬ 
tion  of  this  order  gained  for  the  rights  of  the  Indian.

THE  WOMEN'S  NATIONAL  INDIAN  ASSOCIATION. 

To  this  large  and  rapidly  increasing  Society  is  due  the  credit 
of  having  both  planned  and  begun  the  execution  of  the  work, 
which  now  in  some  of  its  phases  is  more  fully  carried  out  by 
the  Indian  Rights  Association.  The  two  Associations  are 
working  in  perfect  harmony,  and  each  helps  to  secure  the 
better  accomplishment  of  the  other’s  work.  For  the  hearty 
and  effective  co-operation  of  the  Women’s  Association,  we 
render  our  sincere  acknowledgments. 


LEGISLATION  AND  LEGAL  MATTERS. 

The  Association  has  been  actively  interested  in  urging 
Congressional  action  upon  the  following  matters  : 

I.  During  the  past  year,  as  during  that  preceding  it,  every 
effort  has  been  put  forth  by  the  Indian  Rights  Association  to 
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secure  the  consideration,  by  Congress,  of  the  Dawes’  Sioux 
bill,  and  the  passage  of  the  same — (bill  for  the  division  of  the 
Sioux  Reservation  in  Dakota  into  separate  reservations,  and 
for  the  relinquishment  of  the  Indian  title  to  the  remainder. 
Senate  I755>  Report  No.  283). — This  measure  is  regarded  by 
the  Association  as  one  of  great  importance,  as  it  provides  for 
the  inevitable  advance  of  white  civilization,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  secures  to  the  Indian  an  adequate  and  wise  compensation 
for  lands,  to  the  relinquishment  of  which  his  consent  must  be 
obtained.  The  Sioux  bill  received  the  unanimous  consent  of 
the  Senate,  but  was  not  brought  up  for  action  in  the  House. 
Favorable  and  immediate  action  by  Congress  upon  this  meas¬ 
ure  is  now  even  more  urgently  needed  than  heretofore.  Mr. 
Dawes  again  presented  the  bill  in  the  Senate,  December  8th, 
1885.  (S.  52,  49th  Congress,  5th  Session.) 

2.  The  Division  of  Land  in  Severalty.  Senate  bill  48,  known 
as  the  Coke  bill,  “which  provides  for  the  allotment  of  lands 
in  severalty  to  Indians  on  the  various  reservations,”  has,  like 
the  Sioux  bill,  been  heartily  commended,  and  vigorously 
pushed  by  the  Association.  It  received  the  approval  of  the 
Senate  but  was  not  brought  up  for  consideration  in  the  House. 
Great  patience  and  tireless  enthusiasm  are  the  principal  requi¬ 
sites  for  the  successful  championship  of  Indian  legislation. 
Abstracts  of  the  Coke  and  Sioux  bills  have  been  prepared  and 
circulated.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Indian  Rights  Association,  the  importance  of  both  measures 
to  the  welfare  of  the  Indians  can  hardly  be  over-estimated, 
and  the  co-operation  of  the  friends  of  the  cause  is  earnestly 
called  for  to  secure  their  adoption  by  Congress.  Copies  of 
these  circulars  may  be  obtained  by  persons  interested  in  the 
measures  in  question  upon  application  to  the  office  of  the 
Association,  No.  1316  Filbert  street,  Philadelphia. 

3.  “  Introduction  of  law  upon  the  reservations  and  the 
proper  legal  protection  of  the  Indians.”  The  Committee  on 
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Legislation  and  Legal  Matters  have  given  much  time  and  at¬ 
tention  to  this  subject.  Up  to  the  present  time  the  position  of 
the  Indian  before  the  law  has  been  full  of  grave  injustice,  con¬ 
fusion,  and  inconsistency.  One  of  the  first  and  most  necessary 
steps  to  extricate  the  Indian  from  his  anomalous  position  is  to 
make  him  accountable  under  our  law  as  well  as  to  give  him  its 
protection.  In  pursuance  of  this  object  a  bill  was  prepared 
by  the  legal- committee  of  the  Association,  by  the  provisions 
of  which  the  Indian  would  be  brought  under  the  criminal  law 
of  the  State  or  Territory  in  which  his  reservation  was  situated. 
The  agent  was  given  authority  to  administer  the  law  under 
certain  checks  and  restrictions  ;  jurisdiction  was  given  to  the 
Federal  courts  in  capital  offences  committed  by  one  Indian 
against  another ;  and  finally  to  the  Indian  was  given  the  right 
to  sue  in  his  own  name  in  our  courts.  So  much  diversity  of 
opinion,  however,  was  expressed  by  those  versed  in  Indian 
affairs  to  whom  it  was  sent  for  criticism,  that  it  was  decided 
not  to  hazard  the  success  of  the  important  provisions  which  it 
embodied  by  endeavoring  to  push  the  bill  upon  an  over¬ 
crowded  Congress.  After  conference  between  Senator  Dawes 
and  Mr.  Henry  S.  Pancoast,  the  chairman  of  the  law  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Association,  it  was  decided  to  endeavor  to  place 
the  two  provisions  of  the  bill,  regarding  which  those  consulted 
in  the  matter  were  in  their  favorable  opinion  practically  united, 
in  a  clause  appended  to  the  appropriation  bill. 

1.  That  the  Indian  should  be  accorded  the  right  to  sue  and 
be  sued. 

2.  That  one  Indian  committing  an  offense  against  another 
should  be  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  our  courts.  The  first 
of  these  provisions  was  unfortunately  cut  off  in  committee, 
but  the  second  has  become  a  law.  A  practical  difficulty  is 
likely  to  present  itself  in  the  execution  of  this  law.  It  is 
claimed  that  the  cost  of  cases  in  which  an  Indian  is  tried  for 
an  offense  committed  against  another  Indian  must  be  met  by 


the  county  in  which  the  case  is  tried,  as  the  Indian  is  not  a 
tax  payer.  An  insuperable  burden  of  expense  must  fall  on 
the  white  citizens  of  the  country,  who  to  save  themselves  from 
bankruptcy  will  doubtless,  in  many  instances,  fail  to  present 
Indian  cases  for  trial.  If  this  be  true.  Congress  should 
provide  for  the  payment  of  costs  in  Indian  cases,  as  in  cases 
where  the  United  States  is  a  party,  so  that  this  practical 
obstacle  to  the  execution  of  a  most  important  law  may  be 
removed. 

It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  the  committee,  although 
not  realizing  all  that  was  desired,  in  its  efforts  to  extend  law 
over  the  reservations,  has  at  least  induced  Congress  to  take  a 
step  in  the  right  direction. 


CASE  OP  THE  CROW  CREEK  LANDS. 

The  most  important  work  in  which  the  Association  has  been 
engaged  during  the  past  year,  and  the  most  signal  victory 
which  it  has  won  since  its  organization,  falls  under  this  head. 
The  facts,  which  have  been  given  in  full  in  the  publications  rel¬ 
ative  to  this  case,  are  briefly  as  follows  : 

An  executive  order  was  issued  February  27th,  1885,  under 
advice  of  Hon.  H.  M.  Teller,  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
whereby  500,000  acres  of  land,  belonging  to  the  Lower  Yank- 
tonnais  band  of  Sioux  Indians,  in  the  Territory  of  Dakota, 
and  held  by  them  under  the  2d  article  of  the  Treaty  of  1868, 
was  thrown  open  to  white  settlement.  By  this  order  the 
land  in  question  was  taken  from  the  Indians  without  their 
consent  being  asked,  and  without  any  compensation  being  given 
them  in  return.  A  careful  examination  of  the  facts  having 
been  made  by  Mr.  Henry  S.  Pancoast,  and  other  members 
of  the  law  committee  of  the  Association,  it  became  clear 
that  the  Treaty  of  1868  had  been  violated  by  the  Presidential 
order,  and  that  the  lands  of  the  Indians  had  been  illegally 
taken  from  them.  A  legal  brief  was  promptly  prepared  by  the 


law  committee  of  the  Indian  Rights  Association,  setting  forth 
their  argument  in  the  case ;  also  a  petition  addressed  to  Presi¬ 
dent  Cleveland  and  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  calling 
their  attention  to  the  grave  injustice  which  had  been  inflicted 
upon  the  Indians.  This  resulted  in  a  careful  examination  of 
the  facts  by  Attorney-General  Garland,  which  was  followed  by 
his  opinion  to  the  President,  to  the  effect  that  the  executive 
order  of  February  27th  was  a  violation  of  the  Treaty  of  i868,‘ 
and  that  the  Indians  at  Crow  Creek  had  been  illegally  deprived 
of  their  land.  On  April  17th  President  Cleveland  issued  a 
proclamation  restoring  the  lands  in  question  to  the  Indians, 
and  warning  all  settlers  who  had  gone  upon  the  same  with  a 
view  to  taking  up  claims,  to  remove  within  sixty  days.  As 
stated  in  the  President’s  annual  message  to  Congress  this 
order  has  virtually  been  complied  with. 

The  effect  of  the  success  of  the  Indian  Rights  Association 
in  securing  this  practical  and  notable  act  of  justice  on  the 
part  of  the  Government  toward  the  Indians,  has  been  two¬ 
fold  :  it  has  inspired  the  Sioux  Indians  with  a  sense  of  grati¬ 
tude  toward  their  friends  who  successfully  protected  them  in 
a  moment  of  extreme  peril,  and  it  has  made  the  name  of  the 
x\ssociation  both  widely  known  and  respected  throughout  the 
country  as  a  political  power  for  the  vindication  of  Indian 
Rights. 


VISITS  TO  WASHINGTON. 

Three  visits  to  Washington  have  been  made  during  the  past 
year,  by  Messrs.  Rhoads,  Pancoast,  and  Welsh,  in  pursuance 
of  the  objects  of  the  Association.  These  visits  had  reference 
mainly  to  the  case  of  the  Crow  Creek  lands,  and  one  of  them 
was  made  at  the  especial  request  of  the  Hon.  L.  Q.  C.  Lamar, 
Secretary  of  the  Interior.  During  the  time  that  Congress  was 
in  session.  Prof  Painter  remained  in  Washington,  giving  his 
constant  attention  to  the  work  of  the  Association. 
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In  closing  this  account  of  the  operations  of  the  Indian  Rights 
Association  for  the  past  year,  we  may  fairly  express  our  feel¬ 
ing  of  encouragement  at  the  evident  increase  of  our  work  both 
in  scope  and  in  efficiency.  We  are  deeply  convinced  of  the 
justice  of  our  cause  and  the  correctness  of  our  methods,  and 
judging  from  the  increase  in  the  funds  contributed  by  gener¬ 
ous  men  and  women  to  support  our  efforts,  and  the  spread  of 
'our  Association  throughout  the  country,  the  public  acquiesces 
in  this  view  of  the  case.  At  the  same  time  we  are  constrained 
to  emphasize  a  truth  of  equal  importance,  and  one  which  should 
be  carefully  considered  by  the  friends  of  the  Indian  cause. 
Our  present  strength  is  altogether  inadequate  to  the  work  to 
be  performed — the  fields  are  white  to  the  harvest  but  the  hus¬ 
bandmen  are  few.  The  Indian  problem  has  reached  its  most 
critical  and  important  stage ;  the  coming  decade  will  virtually 
decide  the  question,  whether  its  solution  is  to  be  one  honorable 
to  the  Government  and  the  people  of  the  United  States,  and 
such  as  will  secure  the  moral  and  physical  well-being  of  the 
Indian,  or  one  which  will  prove  us  unfaithful  to  our  great 
trust  and  will  deny  to  the  Indian  the  happiness  and  prosperity 
which  is  clearly  within  our  power  to  bestow  upon  him.  We 
appeal  under  a  sense  of  deep  responsibility  to  our  friends  and 
to  the  public  for  a  larger  financial  support,  for  a  fuller  interest 
in  the  details  of  our  work,  that  we  may  be  made  strong  for  the 
accomplishment  of  results  better  proportioned  to  the  dire  need 
of  the  Indian  at  the  present  time,  and  that  we  may  the  better 
cope  with  that  great  array  of  the  enemies  of  justice  and  mercy, 
of  whose  selfishness,  duplicity,  and  unscrupulousness,  we  have 
had  already  such  abundant  and  lucid  illustration.

Constitution  and  By-Laws 

OF  THE 

Indian  Rights  Association. 
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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

INDIAN  RKHTS  ASSOKIATION. 


1. 


The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be 
Association.” 


11. 


“  The  Indian  Rights 


The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  secure  to  the  In¬ 
dians  of  the  United  States  the  political  and  civil  rights  already 
guaranteed  to  them  by  treaty  and  statutes  of  the  United  States, 
and  such  as  their  civilization  and  circumstances  may  justify. 


III. 

Any  one  whose  name  shall  first  have  been  approved  by  the 
Executive  Committee  may  become  a  member  upon  subscribing 
to  this  Constitution  and  paying  to  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of 
Two  Dollars. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  assessment,  payable  by  each  mem¬ 
ber  the  first  day  of  January,  of  Two  Dollars. 


IV. 

For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  its  object,  the  Association 
shall  endeavor  in  every  proper  way  to  influence  public  opinion 
and  the  legislation  of  Congress,  and  assist  the  executive  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  Government  in  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  passed 
for  the  protection  and  education  of  the  Indians. 


V. 

There  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President,  Recording  Sec¬ 
retary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  to  be  elected 
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by  ballot,  an  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  the  officers 
already  named,  and  fifteen  members  elected  in  the  same  way 
by  the  Association. 

There  shall  also  be  a  Board  of  Counselors,  consisting  of  five 
members,  to  be  elected  by  ballot. 

All  officers  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  or  until  their  suc¬ 
cessors  are  elected. 

VI. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  carry  out 
the  objects  of  the  Association  by  the  diffusion  of  knowledge 
on  the  subject  through  means  of  public  meetings,  publications, 
and  the  formation  of  branch  associations  throughout  the  coun¬ 
try;  and  they  shall  for  this  purpose  appoint  sub-committees 
and  make  such  By-Laws  for  their  own  government,  and  such 
regulations  for  the  formation  and  admission  of  branch  associa¬ 
tions,  as  they  may  deem  advisable.  They  may  fill  all  vacan¬ 
cies  in  their  own  number. 

The  President  and  Recording  Secretary  of  the  Association 
shall  be  respectfully  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

VII. 

The  Board  of  Counselors  shall  afford  such  advice  and 
assistance  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Association  as 
they  may  from  time  to  time  require. 

VIII. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  in  the 
month  of  December,  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  such  stated  meetings  as  the  By-Laws  may 
direct. 

IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  amended  except  by  a  vote  o 
two-thirds  of  all  the  members  present  at  a  stated  meeting  or  a 
special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose. 
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OF 

THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

OF 

The  Indian  Rights  Association. 

Article  I. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  stated  meetings 
monthly  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  every  month,  at  half-past  three 
o’clock.  A  special  meeting  shall  be  called  whenever  the  Presi¬ 
dent  shall  so  direct. 

At  all  meetings,  five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Article  II. 

The  order  of  business  at  stated  meetings  of  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Reading  of  Minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees  and  Treasurer’s  statement. 

3.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

4.  Deferred  business. 

5.  New  business,  including  communications. 

6.  Proposal  and  election  of  members. 

Article  III. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  after  the 
annual  election  the  following  Standing  Committees  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  President,  viz. :  A  Committee  of  five  mem¬ 
bers  on  Finance,  a  Committee  of  five  members  on  Public  Infor¬ 
mation,  a  Committee  of  five  members  on  Legislation  and  Legal 
Matter,  a  Committee  of  five  members  on  the  Proper  Execution 
of  the  Laws  and  Regulations  relating  to  Indian  Affairs,  and 
such  other  Standing  Committees  as  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Article  IV. 

The  duties  of  the  above-named  Standing  Committees  shall 
be  respectively  as  follows : 
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I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  to  pro¬ 
vide,  as  far  as  possible,  the  funds  required  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Association. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Infor¬ 
mation  to  increase  in  all  lawful  ways  the  public  interest  in,  and 
knowledge  of,  the  condition  of  the  Indians  and  the  objects  of 
this  Association. 

To  further  the  formation  of  branch  associations. 

To  arrange  for  the  holding  of  such  public  meetings  as  the 
Executive  Committee  may  think  desirable. 

To  read  and  report  on  such  pamphlets  as  may  be  offered  to 
this  Association  for  publication  by  it. 

III.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation 
and  Legal  Matters  to  investigate  the  law  in  relation  to  Indian 
affairs  and  make  written  reports  thereof  to  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  ;  to  prepare  or  cause  to  be  prepared  such  bills  relating  to 
Indian  affairs  as  this  Association  or  its  Executive  Committee 
may  desire  to  introduce  into  Congress. 

IV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Proper 
Execution  of  the  Laws  and  Regulations  relating  to  Indian 

•  Affairs  to  keep  the  Executive  Committee  informed  as  to  the 
condition  of  the  Indians  and  the  administration  of  such  laws 
and  regulations  by  the  Indian  Department,  to  investigate  and  • 
report  upon  all  existing  causes  of  mismanagement,  and  to  en¬ 
deavor  to  bring  about  the  proper  and  effective  execution  of  all 
laws  and  orders  of  which  the  Executive  Committee  may 
approve. 

Article  V. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  funds  of  the  Associ¬ 
ation  and  shall  attend  to  the  collection  of  its  dues.  Payments 
shall  be  made  by  him  only  on  the  order  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  duly  certified  by  the  Secretary  on  the  bills  or  otherwise. 
He  shall  exhibit  to  the  Committee  at  its  last  meeting  previous 
to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  a  statement  of  all  his 
receipts  and  payments  during  the  year  then  expired. 

Article  VI. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  amend  their 
By-Laws  whenever  three-fourths  of  the  members  shall  be 
present  at  any  meeting. 
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Of  Branch  Associations. 


Regulations  adopted  by  Executive  Committee  under  Constitution, 

Art.  VI. 


I.  Every  association  desiring  to  be  adrnitted  as  a  branch 
shall  send  its  application  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  to¬ 
gether  with  a  copy  of  its  Constitution  and  a  list  of  its  officers 
and  members.  On  approval  of  the  same  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  such  association  shall  be  admitted  as  a  branch  of 
the  Indian  Rights  Association,  and  so  continue  while  it  shall 
comply  with  the  regulations  hereinafter  provided. 

II.  Each  branch  shall  pay 'to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Indian 
Rights  Association  within  three  months  after  the  close  of 
its  fiscal  year  one-half  of  all  its  dues  collected  and  remaining 
after  payment  of  its  own  expenses  for  said  year ;  said  yearly 
contribution  to  be  at  least  twenty-five  dollars.  Such  moneys 
shall  constitute  a  fund  to  be  applied  to  the  general  work  of  the 
Association. 

III.  Ever}^  member  of  a  branch  so  admitted  complying  with 
the  provisions  of  these  regulations  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
publications  of  the  Indian  Rights  Association  at  Philadelphia. 

IV.  The  Secretary  of  each  branch  shall  receive  due  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Indian  Rights  Association,  in  Philadelphia,  and  each  branch 
may  elect  one  delegate  to  represent  such  branch  at  the  said 
annual  meeting,  and  who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  on  all  ques¬ 
tions  except  those  relating  exclusively  to  the  internal  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Indian  Rights  Association  at  Philadelphia.
